
Coastal communities grant revives 
hopes that town will get jetty back 


HOPES for a jetty in Seaton have been re¬ 
vived with the announcement of a £90 mil¬ 
lion government grants scheme for coastal 
communities. 

Town councillor Peter Burrows has been tasked 
with reviving a working party, and has opened the 
door for people with relevant expertise to join. 

A jetty for Seaton has been part of different projects 
over the years, including the Jurassic Coast Water¬ 
borne Transport Study and the application for Seaton 
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to become a ‘Portas Pilot Area’ (when grants were 
available from the Department for Communities and 
Local Government to boost specific towns). 

A jetty is also among suggestions made in a public 
consultation for the ongoing Seaton seafront project 
involving the town council and Seaton Regeneration 
Board. 

The importance of a jetty was stressed in the town 
council’s application for ‘Mary Portas money’ a few 
years ago, which said: “A key part is to improve our 
seafront area and make more use of the opportunities 
on the beach and by sea. 

“We are aiming to have 
a mobile jetty so that we 
can accept visiting boats, 
bringing more visitors to 
Seaton and help busi¬ 
nesses.” 

A jetty is yet to materi¬ 
alise, but hopes were re¬ 
vived when the 
government announced a 
fresh injection to its 
Coastal Community 
Fund. 

The first step would be 
to bid for a share of 
£200,000 to help set up a 
Coastal Community 
Team. 

If such a bid is success¬ 
ful, the team can form 
plans and seek a share of 
£90 million of govern¬ 
ment funding available 
UK-wide over the next 
four years. 

Communities Minister 
Mark Francois said: 

“Across our Great British 
coast, tourism is taking 
off and investment is 


pouring in. In just a year, 118 Coastal Communities 
Teams have made waves, positively shaping the eco¬ 
nomic development of their local areas. 

“But we don’t want anyone with good ideas to miss 
out, which is why we’re giving another 20 areas the 
chance to benefit. 

“And with a further £90 million funding available 
over the next four years, there’s plenty of cash avail¬ 
able to help our coastline reach its potential.” 

The announcement was discussed when Seaton 
Town Council met on Monday, July 3rd where it was 
decided to form a working party to get the ball rolling. 

Councillor Peter Burrows, who has been involved 
with jetty issues in the past, was tasked with getting 
a group together. He appeared less enthusiastic and 



referred to previous jetty plans, saying: “You can’t 
get funding for pie in the sky proposals.” 

Seaton Mayor Marcus Hartnell replied: “But you 
are happy to get momentum into it and perhaps look 
at something more realistic?” 

Councillor Burrows replied: “Yes.” 

A few days later he told Pulman s View that one sug¬ 
gestion is a jetty towards the Chine, and another being 
at Fisherman’s Gap. 

Councillor Burrows moved to Seaton from St Al¬ 
bans but can remember a jetty at Fisherman’s Gap 20 
to 30 years ago when he holidayed in the town.

A 27-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of production of class B 
cannabis. 

Erion Bardhi, of no fixed abode, was later 
charged with the offence and appeared at Exeter 
Magistrates Court on Saturday, July 9th. The ex¬ 
tensive amount of equipment and plants found in 
the property, which is spread over three 
floors, meant police were at the scene for some 
time to gather and seize evidence.

New Jurassic visitor centre 
welcomes 20,000th guest 


LAST Monday saw the 20,000th 
visitor pass through the doors at 
Seaton Jurassic. 

The facility only opened in 
early April but its mix of “quirky 
displays and interactive ex¬ 
hibits” already seems to be a hit. 

Owned by East Devon District 
Council and operated by the 
charity Devon Wildlife Trust, 
Seaton Jurassic has brought vis¬ 
itors and the attention of the na¬ 
tion’s media to the town. 

One glowing review in The 
Guardian newspaper spoke of 
the journey through prehistoric 
times that visitors to Seaton 
Jurassic could enjoy as being 
“educational entertainment at its 
very best”, before giving the at¬ 
traction a star rating of 9 out of 
10 . 

The Independent also gave 
Seaton Jurassic a big thumbs-up 
before advising visitors to 
“come soon before the crowds 
catch on”. 

Seaton Jurassic’s manager, 
Mike Ruiter, said:“It’s been a 
busy first few months since our 
opening and so much has hap¬ 
pened. We had a very special 
guest, HRH the Princess Royal, 
join us for our opening and since 
then we haven’t looked back. 

“We’ve now welcomed more 
than 20,000 visitors through our 
doors. 

“The reactions and feedback 
from people have been wonder¬ 
ful. People seem to be really en¬ 
joying Seaton Jurassic, its 
exhibition galleries, gardens, 
shop and cafe.” 

Visitor numbers so far has seen 
Seaton Jurassic surpass expecta¬ 


tions. 

Devon Wildlife Trust had esti¬ 
mated that 15,000 people would 
pay to enter the attraction in its 
first three months, but this target 
was comfortably beaten. 

Mr Ruiter added: “We have 
had people from as far as Lon¬ 
don and Falmouth visiting for 
the day. 

“Many local families have be¬ 
come repeat visitors taking ad¬ 
vantage our offer of paying once 
for an annual pass. One family 
told us they had returned 10 
times. 

“To me this highlights the in¬ 
terest in the Jurassic Coast and 
its magnificent natural environ¬ 
ment. 

“What we offer at Seaton 
Jurassic is a great way for peo¬ 


ple to begin to discover the story 
of this fascinating coastline.” 

East Devon District Council’s 
Leader Councillor Paul Diviani 
was equally delighted and said: 
“I am delighted at the public’s 
response to Seaton Jurassic and 
it is immensely rewarding to see 
the enjoyment they are getting 
out of this unique visitor attrac¬ 
tion. 

“But most importantly, the 
success of Seaton Jurassic will 
contribute hugely to the regen¬ 
eration of Seaton itself, both in¬ 
wardly through the local 
community and by attracting 
businesses to invest in the town. 

“With its spectacular Jurassic 
Coast setting and wonderful nat¬ 
ural assets, Seaton has an excit¬ 
ing future ahead.” 


Council will co-opt new member 

SEATON Town Council has announced that the vacancy which 
arose when Tony Woodman resigned will be filled by co-option. 

Those interested in taking over the vacant seat must register 
their interest no later than 4pm on Monday, August 1st. 

When a vacancy occurs, the council must advertise it. If ten or 
more electors demand a by-election, one must be held. 

Because that did not happen in this case, existing town coun¬ 
cillors will co-opt a replacement for Mr Woodman. 

Mayor Cllr Marcus Hartnell said: “Being a councillor is a hugely 
rewarding role and a fantastic opportunity for anyone who 
wishes to engage with the local community, and to make a differ¬ 
ence. 

“The process of co-option requires you to present yourself and 
demonstrate how you would be a valuable member of the council. 

“Existing councillors will then vote to decide which candidate 
they wish to see fill the vacancy. 

“The process of selecting the new councillor will take place in 
September.”

New rules to crackdown on flytippers 


NEW powers to crackdown on flytippers have been 
welcomed by East Devon District Council’s Cabinet. 
Once the power have been ratified, offenders can be 
issued with a fixed penalty notice of £400. 

The new controls will be used by council officers to 
deal with small, medium and large fly tipping of¬ 
fences by householders or unauthorised “man and 
a van” operations. 

Offenders issued with fixed penalties will be given 
the option to pay a reduced fine of £200 within ten 
days of receiving the notice. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “All offenders will 
also be charged the costs of clearing up the mess. 
The new powers were introduced by the Govern¬ 
ment in May under the Unauthorised Deposit of 


Waste (Fixed Penalties) Regulations 2016 as part of 
the Environmental Protection Act 1990. 

“Officers can now serve a fixed penalty notice on 
a person who they have reason to believe has com¬ 
mitted a waste deposit offence. 

“The investigation of very large scale commercial 
fly tips will remain the responsibility of the Environ¬ 
ment Agency.” 

The new powers mean that fly tippers can be dealt 
with more quickly and effectively. The new powers 
are expected to be ratified by the full council when 
it meets in July. 

EDDC deals with an average of 40 fly tips a month 
costing the council tax payer up to £50,000 a year in 
clearance costs.

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Devon women travel to London for pensions' protest 

THE Devon branch of Women Against State 
Pension Inequality (WASPI) joined thousands 
of others in a march on the House of Com¬ 
mons to protest against changes to the state 
pension age. 

A coachload from Devon included marchers 
from Honiton and Sidmouth. 

The march took place on June 29th, and 
WASPI believes that the changes made to 
women’s state pensions in the 1995 and 2011 
Pension Acts were unfairly implemented, 
leaving women affected by the raised recipi¬ 
ent age (those bom in 1951 onwards) with lit¬ 
tle or no time to make alternative financial 
plans. 

WASPI co-founder Anne Keen said: “Over 
100 years since Emmeline Pankhurst marched 
on Parliament with the suffragettes, thousands 
of men and women came to express their sup¬ 
port for their demand for social injustice. 

“The demands of the group’s members are 
forthright yet modest: they rallied for fair 
transitional state pension arrangements, not a 
complete reversion of the act in question. 

“The turnout included over 60 MPs from 
constituencies all over the UK, Glenys Kin- 
nock also came out in support. 

“Now it’s simply up to the rest of the gov¬ 
ernment to listen. 

“It has been an amazing day and we very 
much hope that the Government finally take 
notice of all these thousands of women from 
all over the UK who were representing so 
many thousands of other women who did not 
have the means, were too unwell, or had car¬ 
ing duties which prevented them from joining 
the protest. 

“The time has come for the Government to 
move this issue forward. We are committed to 
fight on until we achieve a fair outcome.”

Ten members of the Seaton Town 
public, some being past and present coun¬ 
cillors, but none of the signatories stood, 
filled in the required form and submitted it 
to the Electoral Department, East Devon 
District Council. The election was then gen¬ 
erated. 

Why? As stated Jack Rowland and I had no 
hand in the requesting an election and we 
would probably have gone through the co¬ 
opted route. 

The request for an election is totally legal, 
but Seaton Town Council have now passed 
a motion not to post out polling cards, cost¬ 
ing in excess of £3,000, for mid-term local 
elections. 

On a lighter note, I attended the last Coun¬ 
cil Meeting at Marsh Lands and witnessed 
the meeting being carried out in a profes¬ 
sional and business like manner.

DEVON & Somerset Fire & Rescue Service 
hosted former Chief Fire and Rescue Adviser Sir 
Ken Knight to discuss progress on recommenda¬ 
tions in his 2013 report, Facing the Future. 

In his Government-commissioned review, Sir 
Ken published his conclusions as to how Eng¬ 
lish fire and rescue services could become more 
cost-effective and efficient in the future. 

The report found that while incidents had re¬ 
duced by 40 per cent in the last decade, the fire 
and rescue service could achieve greater cost 
savings by using different staffing models and 
by working more closely with neighbouring fire 
authorities and other emergency services. 

As part of the review, Sir Ken visited Devon 
and Somerset and the merger of the two fire and 
rescue services was noted as an example for oth¬ 
ers to follow in the report, having saved 
£4.2million between 2007 and 2012, as was the 
innovative work on wider community safety ini¬ 
tiatives. 

Chief Fire Officer Lee Howell said: “We in¬ 
vited Sir Ken back to Devon and Somerset to 
highlight the significant progress we have made 
locally since his national report was issued in 
2013. This is part of our strategy to bring in an 
external perspective on our performance to reas¬ 
sure the public that the fire and rescue service in 
Devon and Somerset continues to improve year 
on year.” 

Councillor Mark Healey MBE, Chairman of 
Devon & Somerset Fire & Rescue Authority, 
said: “We are very proud of our achievements 
and we are working on some innovative projects 
which will enable us to further maintain and im¬ 
prove public safety as well as becoming even 
more efficient and effective.” 

During Sir Ken’s visit, Lee Howell took the 
opportunity to explain the work carried out in 


Devon and Somerset since the publication of the 
report and further initiatives currently underway. 

These included firefighters now saving more 
lives by responding to medical emergencies as 
the service has 20 co-responding fire stations, 
the use of different emergency response vehicles 
such as Light Rescue Pumps and the current trial 
of Rapid Intervention Vehicles and associated 
new technology. 

Sir Ken Knight, who served in the former 
Devon Fire & Rescue Service from 1985 and 


again in 1992, said: “I was delighted to return to 
Devon and Somerset three years after my review 
to see at first-hand the tremendous range of 
work that the fire and rescue service is undertak¬ 
ing. 

“It is notable that firefighters in Devon and 
Somerset now save more lives from attending 
emergency health care support than from the tra¬ 
ditional firefighting role. It is a credit to both 
and fire and rescue authority and firefighters 
who are serving the community in this way.” 


Tourism bodies to merge 

VISIT South Devon and Heart of Devon announced 
yesterday that they will be merging to create a new 
super Area Tourism Partnership (ATP). 

The formal legal merger will complete by the end of 
September 2016. Visit South Devon and Heart of 
Devon will retain their existing identities and websites 
until a combined, super website is launched in De¬ 
cember 2016. 

Prompted in part by Exeter City Council’s plans to 
end their financial and staffing support for Heart of 
Devon later this month to focus on the promotion of 
the city, the merger is designed to cut overheads and 
costs. 

Economies of scale resulting from the merger will 
give the expanded Area Tourism Partnership a larger 
overall marketing budget, which will be used to in¬ 
crease the number of day visits, short breaks, longer 
holidays and business trips to Mid Devon, East Devon, 
Exeter and its city surrounds, Teignbridge and South 
Hams. 

From the end of July, Visit South Devon’s experi¬ 
enced in-house team of marketing, communications 
and online specialists will take over responsibility for 
the maintenance and management of Heart of 
Devon's current website and for the marketing of its 
attractions, destinations, accommodation and hos¬ 
pitality. 

Over the coming months a series of social media, 
marketing and PR campaigns will be implemented to 
continue driving traffic to www.heartofdevon.com, 
which will be linked to the Visit South Devon website 
to encourage cross-promotion between the two 
sites. 

Work has already begun on the development of a 
new identity for the merged ATP, which will be ready 
for the official launch of the super website in Decem¬ 
ber. 

The new identity will include a refreshed logo and 
strapline that will draw on the strengths of the com¬ 
bined tourism areas and their established brands. It 
will be developed following a period of market re¬ 
search to ensure that the refreshed brand appeals to 
visitors and resonates with local tourism businesses. 

Heart of Devon's board and Visit South Devon will 
form a merged board by the end of September en¬ 
suring business representation from Mid Devon, East 
Devon, Exeter, South Hams and Teignbridge.

“She was a woman of great intelligence and spiritual 
depth who had a wonderfully angular way of looking at 
her faith. But she had spent many years, perhaps un¬ 
wisely, holding her tongue largely to spare her husband’s 
embarrassment at her outspokenness. This Tittle old lady 
in tennis shoes’ was no frail creature in the front pew, she 
was something of a spiritual warrior and someone to be 
listened to and not patronised. 

“A few years ago I wrote a play for BBC Radio 4 called 
‘Grace and Favour’ which featured Grace, a woman 
based on the character I have described and the play so¬ 
licited such a positive response that I wrote a stage play 
exploring the character further. Real faith is only mean¬ 
ingful when it meets with real doubt, and a good stage 
play only works when it has real meat, so I decided to 
explore one of the toughest of spiritual tests, namely for¬ 
giveness, and put Grace into the middle 
of it: What happens when someone of real 
faith comes up against unforgivable be¬ 
haviour from someone close to them? 

“The play you are about to see is what 
I came up with and to my delight it 
opened the Chichester Festival Theatre 
season a few years ago starring Penelope 
Keith with a wonderful supporting cast 
playing to record-breaking audiences. 

“I hope this evening both stimulates 
and challenges you-and also makes you 
laugh. I wish the cast well in their en¬ 
deavours and hope that the play takes 
them and you, their audience, on a re¬ 
warding journey.

THE new Volkswagen Tiguan is avail¬ 
able in five distinct trim levels with a 
broad choice of seven potent yet 
frugal engines and, like all Volkswa- 
gens, the Tiguan is further cus¬ 
tomised via a wide range of options. 
There is, in short, a new Tiguan to suit 
every customer. 

But if even that vast array of 
choice isn’t sufficient, the Tiguan can 
be personalised yet further via a 
wide range of accessories that can 
be added at anytime. 

The new Tiguan enjoys sharp exte¬ 
rior styling and this can be preserved 
at the rear with a chrome-look pro¬ 
tective strip for the tailgate (RRP 
£46.00; fitted £75.00) 1. This smart 
addition guards against scratches 
potentially caused while loading the 
boot, and is alternatively available in 
a transparent finish. Similarly, high- 
quality aluminium sill trims protect 
the bodywork by the front door 
apertures, and also serve to further 
personalise the Tiguan (RRP £66.00; 
fitted £95.00). These are also avail¬ 
able in black or silver (RRP £57.00;

An alternative bicycle carrier can 
be attached to the towbar (£525.00; 

This has a super¬ 
quick release system, and enables 
the Tiguan to carry three bicycles 
with a maximum weight of 54 kg. 
This is the least bulky and lightest bi¬ 
cycle carrier in its class, and still al¬ 
lows easy access to the boot. 

Volkswagen has designed a child 
seat that fits the Tiguan perfectly. 
The vehicle - like all Volkswagen 
passenger cars - is equipped with 
Isofix mounting points on the 
two outer rear seats and so the G1 
Isofix DUO Plus seat is simple to fit

with an anti-theft alarm system and 
engine immobiliser as standard but, 
for those with a desire for the ulti¬ 
mate in security, the solution is the 
CobraTrak Plus vehicle tracking sys¬ 
tem.

AXE VALLEY RUNNERS with Dave Mutter 
FOR the Brecon Beacons National Park on July 9, the Met 
office warned of “Gales across the summits” and “Periods 
of hill fog above 300 metres”, however this did not deter 
the runners waiting on the start line in driving rain for the 
annual Com Du and Pen y Fan fell race. It’s a ‘short’ race 
up the two highest mountains in southern Britain, packing 
nearly 2000 feet of ascent into 3.5 miles. Organisers are 
so confident that the record time set in 1992 is unbreakable 
the 2016 prize for breaking the 30:00 minute record is 
£1000. Fortunately, this year the winning time was 37:55. 
With no route markers, mnners rely on good weather, local 
knowledge, map and compass, and crossed fingers! With 
driving rain, low cloud and severe wind gusts there were 
a few injuries on the fast returning steep, grassy, slippery 
slopes. Much relieved that he was not one of the casualties, 
Richard Hale finished strongly 2nd V60 in 57th place. A 
swift descent from Pen y Fan in 16:18 minutes meant a 
total time of 58:38. The race organisation in the difficult 
conditions was much appreciated as was the post-race cake 
and a fine bottle of Brecon Ale. 

It was a busy weekend for Flo Swan who, on Saturday, 
competed in the National Super Series Triathlon at Dorney 
Lake near Windsor finishing a very creditable 6th in the 
17-18 girls.

HONITON’S Jo Pavey has qualified to compete 
in her fifth Olympic games. Despite relinquishing 
her European Championship title in yesterday’s 
Amsterdam meeting, the 42-year-old achieved 
the required time (32:15) for the 10,000 whilst 
finishing in fifth place in 31 minutes 34.61 sec¬ 
onds on the opening night. 

It is now down to the British team selectors to 
decide if Pavey, coached by husband Gavin, 
makes the trip to Rio next month. 

Her previous Olympic record is impressive. In 
her debut in 2000 in Sydney she ran a then PB to 
reach the 5000M final where she finished 12th. 

At Athens in 2004 Pavey was knocked out in 
the heats of the 1500M but finished 5th in the 
5000M final just shy of collecting that elusive 
first Olympic medal. 

The move up to 10,000M brought a 12th placed 
finish in the heat of Beijing in 2008 while home 
advantage in the London games brought back-to- 
back 7th placed finishes in both the 5000M and 
10,000M events.
